It gives me great pleasure to ac- 
cept this invitation to speak to Mc-

for I feel it my duty to speak plain- 
ly to fellow Canadians at this Uni- 
versity so that they may keep at Mc- 
Gill the right spirit which has al 
ways characterized the British Uni- 
versities and so doing may prevent 
Canada from falling like the Amer- 
icans into a state of intolerance to- 
wards all but men of their party, 
i The Navy Question is the most 
burning question iu every part of the 
Empire.

, much of the former in the news- 
Papers that I intend to speak chiefly 
on the colder point of view. 

The first point to be considered is 
whether we must contribute to main 
tain the British navy, and if so in 
what form should we contribute to 
be in accordance with the principles 
of Colonial self-governmtnt.

PHILOSOPHICAL 
CLUB HANDLES 
PYSGHO-ANALYSIS 

Undergraduate Organization 
Probes Most Baffling and 
Profound Pyschological 
Problems 



The lirst meeting of the Philosoph- 
ical Society for the year 1912-13, 
took place on Wednesday evening, 
November 6th, at Strathcoha Hall. 
It was an open meeting and there 
was an attendance of 28. The paper 
of the evening was given by Dr. \V. 
I). Tait, the honorary president, on 
the subject of ' 'Psychoanalysis. * ' 

Psychoanalysis is an attempt to 
reserve whole regions of the mind 
from the realm of chance, and to ex- 
plain them by means of the law of 
cause and effect. Sigmuhd Kruod is 
the chief name associated ^with the 
subject although Brener was the first 
to introduce a new method. The 
working of the human mind in hy- 
steria, dreams, and moments of for- 
gctfulness is the especial Held of this 
investigation. The thesiB is that 
emotional memories and hidden ex- 
periences, all churned up together, 
break through the weakened censor- 
ship of the mind when off its guard. 

Buried or repressed memories with 
a strong emotional coloring are the 
major causes of hysterias. Disturb- 
ances arise when the experiences on 
which these memories are founded 
are not given the proper expression 
at the time they occur. It iB fourni 
that a cure may be effected by re- 
quiring the patient to relate all kin- 
dred memories whatsoever that may 
arise. In this way the inhabited 
ideas are liberated and the chain of 
thought is given free and normal ex- 
pression. 

Repression is one of the most com- 
mon reasons why we forget, since 
each of us tries to repress that 
which is not agreeable. The suppres- 
sed complex of ideas may come back 
Into consciotiBneBs in a distorted 
form; so much so, perhaps, that the 
subject may fail to recognize the or- 
igin. Or, the details may be buried

while the main feature of an un- 
pleasant experience remains. In the 
case of recalling some individual 
memory it often happens that we ar- 
rive at it through a sort of symbol- 
ism.

This 
constructive process of symbolism is 
also common in the manufacture of 
dreams. 

Two opinions have been held with 
regard to dreams. Some regard them 
as having a meaning, and as being 
predictions of the future. While so- 
called Bcientists ridicule the whole 
matter and ascribe dreams to one's 
physical condition at the time or to 
previous worry, A wish which is 
not repressed will not appear in a 
dream. This suppressed wish is the 
real cause while the recent events, 
pains, and etc., are only the Instlgn- 
toiB, so to speak, which enable the 
wish to break through the mental 
censorship which is weakest during 
1 sleep.

FRATERNITIES AND THE ANNUAL

We published in yesterday's Daily a letter from Mr. 
Hugh Griffith dealing with the space occupied iu the 
University Annual by the Fraternity crests and lists of 
chapters. Mr. Griffith states that in the 1913 Annual 
27 pages were devoted to this purpose and he claims, 
and very justly, that there are many readers who do 
not at present take any interest iu the above mentioned 
space. 

Mr. Griffith's contention requires the earnest consid- 
eration of those in charge of the publication of this 
years annual. He is perfectly correct in this his state- 
ment with regard to the crests and the interest created 
thereby in the mind of the average reader who is not 
interested in a fraternity. Even fraternity men must 
feel that surely a better showing could be made in this 
regard. 

The 27 pages mentioned by Mr. Grifiith can have, as 
they are at present filled, but little of interest to the 
fraternities themselves. Many of the crests are in no 
particular way artistic and noue of them make any spe- 
cific appeal to most purchasers of the volume. We nat- 
cuapters in a great many colleges throughout the couti- 
urally presume that an international fraternity has 
nent. What we are interested in is in the fraternities 
here at McGill, in the part they play in college life, in 
the houses they occupy, and in the undergraduates who 
are members of the local chapters. 

At present the pages occupied by the fraternities are 
but little better than so much advertising matter. It 
is stated that the Annual Boards have iu the past been 
responsible for this state of affairs. If this is so now is 
the time for the 1914 Annual Board to demonstrate 
their superiority to their predecessors. Let them obtain 
photographs of general interest from the fraternities 
and utilize them to make the aforesaid space of real 
i -rest and bearing upon the connection of the frater- 
m ns with this University. 

iVe wish it understood that this editorial is merely 
a means of emphasizing a good suggestion. It is not a 
criticism of the present Annual Board, nor even of those 
of the past. We imagine that the idea of utilizing the 
space occupied by the fraternities in such a way as to 
make it more attractive, has perhaps not oc- 
curred to any of the previous Annual Board. Why not 
allot the same identical space to the fraternities but 
change the matter therein in some respects. We feel 
sure that the fraternities themselves could have no 
good reason to object to such a change and would per- 
haps gladly cooperate in regard to this matter with the 
Annual Board.

PHYSICAL SOCIEFY 

At. the meeting of the McGill Phy- 
sical Society, held on Wednesday af- 
ternoon, in the .Physics Building, Dr. 
A. H. Eve presented a paper on 
"Some Becent. Work Throwing Light 
on the Nature of Bontgen and (lam- 
ma Bays." The speaker gave a sum- 
mary of C.T.R. Wilson's work in 
causing moisture to condense on 
irons by expanding the air In a dust- 
free vessel. By allowing a specially 
devised piston to fall, the air is ex- 
panded and consequently cooled. 

This causes condensation. A beam of vi " K »< wl,icn conc,m,cd 1 
X rays traversing the vessel ionizes 

the air in its path, the ions Forming 
the nuclei of the condensed water 
particles. The Interior is then pho- 
tographed by tho aid of a flash of 
liîîlit from a Convenient source. 



tides of water on the separate ions 
When a piece of radium was placed 
in the vessel, the paths of the alpha 
rays were obtained. In this case it 
was impossible to distinguish the 
separate drops of water owing to the 
intensity of the ionization. 

The speaker then reviewed the tlic- 
orles accounting for the nature of 
Gamma rays, and pointed out that 
their propagation as pulses in the 
other under the law of inverse squares 
could not. be admitted from a con- 
sideration of the energy expended in 
ionizing at distant points. This 
would h iwever be consistent with 
the view that they are linear trans- 
lations of energy, As an example of 
the latter Idea, Dr. Eve showed a 
striking experiment with vortex

HISTORICAL CLUB 

METJLAST NIGHT 

Modern Statesmen wore Dis- 
cussed- -Mr. Farthing Read 
Interesting Paper on 
Chamberlain 



The first paper of the evening was 
read by Mr. Farthing on Chamber- 
lain, He opened with a refernece to 
George Arliss' recent l lay 'Disraeli.' 
An analogy here drawn is to the ef- 
fect that Mr. Jos. Chamberlain was 
the beat hotel man in England. Jos. 
Chamberlain was born and educated 
in London. He early moved to Bir- 
nrngham, with which place his name 
has since been closely related. His 
I early interest in politics is still alive 
for though retired he is in a sense 
the advisor 0 f his party. 

Mr. Farthing frankly admitted that 
he approached the subject with the 
attitude of a live worshipper. In 
eurly life h • was very radical, one of 
the most so in England. His early 
interest was in Birmingham's munic- 
ipal elections. Mr. Farthing tiaced 
Mr. Chamberlain's career, showing 
how he h id helped Birmingham until 
the time came when he was called up- 
on to enter Parliament. Here he was 
the first socialistic radical leader. 
Chamberlain spent much time in re- 
organizing the Liberal party, that 
this work wus well done, was shown 
in the next election. He then, after 
four years parliamentary service, en- 
tered the Cabinet as President of the 
Board of Trade. 

The great outstanding feature in 
his career was his break with Liber- 
als over Irish Home Rule. His great 
objection was not on principle, but 
on the length to which the measure 
went. His opposition was largely on 
Imperial grounds. Charges of in- 
sincerity are really false, what Cham- 
berlain did was to sacrifice certain 
political future for principle. 

The second great stand of Joseph 
Chamberlain was that on Imperial 
Preferential Tariff. With this stand 
we usually connect the mine t h.im- 
berlain. Soon after the general tlec- 
tion on this issue in 1906, King Jo- 
seph resigned. 

The second paper was on Clemince- 
au by Mr. Bieler. He traced Mr. Cle- 
mineeau's early education and latex 
career. At. an early uge M. Clemin- 
ceau went to America and their mar- 
ried m American giil, one of his pu- 
pils in French. 

At the time of the French Civil 
war he returned to Paris and took an 
active part in affairs. He occupie-d 
high positic na in both municipal and 
national governments. In his later 
offices he instituted many reforms in 
education. 

For a considerable period cf his 
life he was excluded from politics. At 
this time he devoted himself to lit- 
erary pursuits. Here he distinguish- 
ed himself, beiug very materialistic 
und p< n'.heistic. Getting hold of 
some money he forced a new trial 
and saw Dreyfus declared innocent. 
He now returned vo political life, 
and became the French Prime Min- 
ister, He dealt most skillfully with 
religious difficulties of 1906, On a 
want of confidence vote he was forc- 
ed to resign. 

Prof. Du Koure continued in French 
the discussion of Cleminceau eom- 
minecd by Mr. Bieler in his paper. 
Prof. Du Roure, who has recently 
come to Canada from France, has 
had opportunity of seeing at first 
hand the working p f the policies of 
Mr. Cleminceau. He emphasized the 
the fact that Cleminceau was above 
all a negative politician, a dt stroyer 
rather than a builder. He is known 
among his countrymen us "le tom- 
beur des ministères," He would turn 
out a government as easily as take 
off his coat. For this reason the 
world was curious to see jusi what 
would be the policy of M. Cl? I ccau 
wlun at last he became head of the 
government. It was through his un- 
conquerable desire of getting the bet- 
ter of an opponent which prompted 
him to introduce matter into a de- 
bate which ultimately cuiised the fall 
of Cleminceau's government. 

A system of proportional voting by 
which Minoutie might receive repre- 
sentation in the legislature was one 
of the reforms introduced by M. Cle- 
minceau. 

Prof. Du Roure declared that Mr. 
Bieler had handled the subject in such 
an able manner that anything he 
could say must necessarily be in the 
nature of a few rambling remarks. 

Owing to Mr. McCrimmon's ab- 
sence a slight innovation from the 
regular programme was arranged for. 
The place of Mr. McCrimmOn was 
very ably filled by Mr. Ncwcombe, 
who delivered a short paper on Count 
De Witte. 

This important man was made the 
first Finance Minister of Alexander 
III. His policy waB a most progres- 
sive one for the development of Rus- 
sia's nuturnl resources. His great 
problem was to obtain capital. He 
first set Russia's finances ;n order, 



and then borrowed largely. Invest- 
ors were encouraged. 

His great leat, however, was the 
Construction of the trans Siberi an 
railroad, important both to Rutsia 
proper and to Siberia. After the 
"Russian loom," a griat cl- 
lapse came, I here had been a great 
deal of over production, a nd Count 
De Witte Income most unpopular. 

His final fall was caused through 
friction with his colleagues. He was 
charged with being a revolutionist, 
and anything which he did on bthalf 
of the people made things worse. 
When he fell from grace with the 
Czar his fall was complete. Much us 
he may have cobained for Russia he 
had many faults.

Britain. In the last century the prin- 
ciples of sell-government had been 
evolved. At present it is acknow- 
ledged by all ltaders that the right 
of self-government is inherent with 
the principles of British rule. To 
prove this he quoted Lord Haldane 
on Self-Government. But thes.' rights 
are bineted to government of our own 
country. We hive no international 
rightB. Sir William Vnn Home or 
Sir Thomas Shaughnessy u re not Bri- 
tish citizens when in a foreign coun- 
try. The British Government reserve 
the right of citizenship for members 
of the United Kingdom. 

The copyright too worthy of in- 
vestigating a Canadian author can 
not protect his writings. The Brit- 
ish Government have never respected 
the Canadian Copyright Law. The 
same was true as regards extradi- 
tion. Our courts are powerless to 
deal with a Canadian who has com- 
mitted a crime in another country. 

One hears a lot afout a navy to 
protect our merchant marine. No 
such thing exists. As toon as a ship 
is three miles away from our shore 
it is no longer under the Canadian 
Government. At the Imperial Con- 
ference the question was brought up 



but the British authorities im.de it 
Clear thut they intended to keep it 
under th ir control. 

Canada neither has a consular re- 
presentative in other countries. Our 
ahent iu Antwerp put up the Cimdi- 
an coat of arms and was compelled 
to remove it. The British people will 
not stand for tny paritio n of author- 
ity in such matters. I do not wish 
to develop any feeling of grudge 
(cheers) but as long as the British 
people have all the authority, they 
must ulso have the responsibility. 

India, said Mr. Bourassa. and the 
crown colonies were tributes to Bri- 
tain's greatness; they were well and 
wisely governed, Britain had made 
them, but Britain had reserved for 
herself all control 0 f her policies in 
this direction. Whtn had Canada or 
CunaJign statesmen ever been con- 
sulted in these matters? 

Kven the German menance and any 
other menaces with which Britain is 
now threatened could he credited to 
English foreign policy. England had 
made Japan whut the is— a mem nee. 
In all these Canada had no Part. 
"For this," taid the speaker, "I 
hold no grudge against British states 
men, hut before we put our hands in 
our pockets, before I renounce what 
has been so often styled more uarrow 
policy, I should like to know why 
Canadians should be asked to bear a 
burden for which she is not respons- 
ible 

Great Britain does not spend a far- 
thing on behalf of Canada's defence, 
she could not spare us a gun, we 
should he prepared with these our- 
selves. 

To support his arguments Mr. 
Bourussa then quoted from several 
authorities, including Justice Doher- 
ty und Sir Chas. Tupper. 

But his policy was not merely de- 
structive, it had in it strong con- 
structive elements. What Canada 
should do is to develop a militia 
which will not be the laughing stock 
of European experts. I do not 
blame the militia officers. It is not 
their fault, but rather of the politi- 
cians who have made the militia the 
worst graft in the country. These 
are the same politicians who do so 
much flag waving, The report of 
Gen. French explains in a most gen- 
tlemanly way what a farce our mil- 
itia is. 

Let Canada contribute to Imperial 
defmcc in her own way. She should 
rather make her militia efficient de- 
fend her ports and g«n:rally put her 



own House in order first. Con. Al- 
then, a noted authority, said that 
our best way to help defend the Em- 
pire is to make a strong militia. We 
need all our men here. 

He would not deal, he said, with 
the subject of our wealth as compar- 
ed with Great Britain's. It must be 
remembered that the people of the 
United Kingdom pay the price o£ 
their Sovreignity. 

Few people realize that Canadians 
Pay more Federal taxes alone than 
do the English people. Canada la a 
young nation, and has to spend mon- 
ey on railways, ports, etc. England 
has her system complete. To prove 
that we are poorer just see how all 
capital has to be obtained in London 
A railway cannot borrow 1100 in Ca- 
nada. And yet the London bankers 
do not give us any better rates than 
they do to the rest of the world. 

I am not an Englishman, he said, 
but if I were I would feel indignant 
at the thought that Beven millions 
of Canada had to hand over thirty- 
five million dollars in order to save 
the Empire. 

As for the question of Dread- 
noughts, I am afraid I am not an au- 
thority though I am a newspaper 
men (laughter). Lord Charles Berea- 
ford, however, in his book the "Be- 
trayal" Bays that Dreadnoughts are 
the peril of the British Navy. The 
newspaper talk is carrying through a 
Policy which is rumour to the navy. 
He also proves in his book how great 
the great ship-building and armour- 
plate firms of Germany and England 
in league with the politicians. 

If we send money to build battle- 
rhips, we are paying money to 
Kruppts. 

When considering the danger to the 
Empire we must not forget that As- 
quith said there was no German men- 
ace and Churchill also said that the 
Admiralty have the situation well in 
hand. The Montreal Star, however, 
takes another view. , 

In conclusion, he said he thought 
that young Canadians should consid- 
er these matters. Instead of replac- 
ing the principles of self-governmeBt 
by trying to create a false system 
of Imperial unity, let us rather join 
hands in making Canada the richest 
I and most prosperous country in the 
: world. We can not make our foreign 
'immigrants English, but we can at 
kleast make them Canadian. 

After three cheers for Mr. Bouras- 
sa the meeting broke up.
